Starting a business in rural Alaska is hard but not imposslble, as exfsting rural businesses around the 
state prove. So how do some people overcome the barriers created by small markets, remote location, 
high costs, and harsh climate, while many others fail? ISER researchers recentfy analyzed business 
license patterns to identify favorable community characteristics and surveyed 1 96 business owners in 1 9 
small rural communities to ask what challenges they face and what could help more businesses succeed. 
We also did detalted intervlews with 30 owners of current and fbrmer rural businesses. 

The research was sponsored by the Rasmuson Foundation, BP Exploration, Wells Fargo Bank, the U.S. 
Economic Development Administration, and the University of Alaska Foundation. What did business 
owners tell us? 

• Take a hard look at whether there'll be enough demand for what you offer. Identify either a needed 
service or an opportunity in a growing industry. Afmost a third of the businesses in our survey 
provided groceries, fuel, and general merchandise, and artother third were in airtransportation, 
eating places, lodges, Alaska Native arts, and guiding for sport hunting and fishing. 

• Draw up a detailed business plan that accounts for all aspects of the business— expenses, 
estimated cash flow, management and trainlng of employees, and marketing strategies. Some 
people told us thelr businesses had failed because they hadn't understood how to estJmate all their 
likely expenses. 

• <3et trainlng in business planning, financial management, and day-to-day operations. A quarter of 
the business owners said they could stilt use help managing their finances and dealing with other 
aspects of day-to-day operations. They cited hiring and supervislng employees, factng competition 
from other businesses, getting and using new technology, and having sufficient cash flow to cover 
expenses as ongoing challenges. 

• Government agencies and private organizations can best help small rural businesses by offering 
more trainlng in financial and operations management for both prospective and current owners and 
improving rural telephone and Internet connections. One in five business owners said such trainlng 
and better Internet and phone connections would be the biggest help to them. About one in ten 
said agencies could help by providlng more flnancing for small businesses and by learning more 
about the big and ongoing challenges rural businesses face. 

Besldes what businesses told us, our analysis of community characteristics showed that the the cost of 
getting to a community; access to scenic public lands, ftsheries, or natural resources; and a diverse 
population are the characteristics that most influence business success.

And that's what makes the state's proposal to repeal the current Certificate of Need (CON) 
program so contentious. Yes, there are solid arguments on both sides. But after much 
consideration, we believe that the program has not accomplished what it set out ultimately 
to do more than 30 years ago — lower costs for the consumer. It is time to end Alaska' s 
CON program in its present form. Doing so will not only reduce the cost of health care, it 
will also improve the access to health care, allow more competition and improve quality of 
care for patients. 



CON programs were required in all atates in the mid-1970s by federal mandate. The goal was 
to make sure that health care facilities tnatched community need and provided access and 
guality care, which in turn would help reduce health-care costs. The federal mandate was 
repealed in 1987 — 20 years agol — along with its federal funding. 



The basic assumption in those daya was that excess capacity, in the form of overbuilding, 
directly results in health-care price inflation. However, after more than 30 years of such 
programs, the National Conference of State Legislatures has found that there is no solid 
proof that the state-sponsored CON programs have actually controlled health-care costs. In 
fact, in 2004 the Federal Trade Commission and the Department of Justice both asserted 
that CON programs actually contribute to rising prices because they inhibit competitive 
markets . 



Many opponents of CON programs have argued that health-care facility development should be 
left to the economics of each institution, in light of its own market analysis, rather 
than being subject to political influence. 



My administration agrees. 

I included repeal of Alaska' s current CON program in my proposed Alaska Health Care 
Transparency Act (SB 245 and HB 337). The legislation will help Alaskana access affordable 
health care, and ensure our health-care system is responsive to changing demographics and 
market conditions. By getting Information about health-care options to Alaskans, they can 
make better choices based on the health-care market. 



CON is being used by lobbyists and health-care organizations to limit competition - 
through appeal of other's CON awards or by filing suit against the state for those CON 
awards As one member of a citizen committee studylng CON in 2007 put it: *the only voices 
heard (testifying for continuing CON even more stringently) were from the financially 
vested physicians and hospitals." Currently, there are seven active CON lawsuits involving 
the state and private sector health care providers 



As I said recently in my State of the State Address to the Legislature, "Under our present 
Certificate of Need process, costs and needs don't drive health-care choices — 
bureaucracy does. Our system is broken and expensive." Eliminating the CON program, with 
certain exceptions, will allow free-market competition and reduce onerous govemment 
regulation.

It might also be lnteresting to mention our problem with coastal erosion and the need to 
relocate or protect a number of villages.

Further regarding your meeting with Secretary Kempthome, his staff has been 
touting federal OCS revenue sharing, and he may raise this as well. The State strongly 
supports this, as does the Alaska Congressional delegation, which has made various

1/3 of 90 Day Session Already Passed! 

Session is moving along at a much quicker pacc than m previous years. Many staffers and 
legislators are rather frustrated with the accelerated pace and schedule of committee hearings, 
budget subcommittees and floor sessions. Both Legislative bodies have scheduled additional 
meetings with both bodies often working longer hours and on weekends. Working with the 
Senate Labor and Commerce Committee, State Chamber staff has already spent multiple 
Saturdays, working through complex issues surrounding unemployment insurance. 

Budget Subcommittees have been garnering the most attention of late. A number of the 
subcommittees held meetings all day Saturday and part of Sunday this past holiday weekend in 
order to close out their budgets. On the House side, final reports from budget subcommittees are 
due this week, with the full Finance Committee expected to wrap up the state's operating budget 
by the end of the week or early next week, Leadership in the House and the Senate are making it 
a priority to pass the operating budget early. 



As proposed by Governor Palin, the state's operating budget is up considerably. Final numbers 
from the House and Senate will be available in coming weeks. Folks in the legislature are a little 
more conservative including many of the Democrats, who are advocating holding the budget 
firm with slight increases for inflation. Real wrangling will take place when legislators decide 
how much money to save and in which account. Expected surpluses as of the last revenue 
report, suggest that Alaska could have an additional $3.5 to $4 billion in surplus cash. The State 
Chamber has suggested saving money in the CBRwhile returning the budget to FY 06 numbe! rs 
with slight inflationary increases for each year afterwards. 

90 to 120Days 

A few legislators have already mentioned a desiie to change the 90-day session once the 2-year 
limitation on changing referendums ends. Expect iegislation next year to return the legislature to 
the 120-day schedule. 
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Gasline . , 

As reported in our last capitai notes section, we ended with, "It appears there is no clear resolution m 
sight." While this statement may still have some validity, we met with the Govemor's office in order to 
get a better grasp of where the administration was going in regards to the Gasline. Under the previous 
administration, the focus was on putting together a simple contract with a few details mapped out, such 
as location of the gas, percentages for the state and how big the pipe was going to be, etc. 

As this administration has clearly pointed out, there are so many variables to consider currently, and into 
the future, that it is nearly impossible to determine the scope of a contract until those variables are_ 
identified. The process as the administration sees it- is that we have a potential company that is willing 
to proceed with the certificate to build the line. Gaining a certificate to build will get the ball rolling on 
the planning, permitting and scoping of the entire project. That process alone will likely take 5-6 years. 
As the state reaches the next bench mark of gaining a certificate of approval, then companies interested 
in building, paying and negotiating for cost differentials will be approached to determine the best step 
forward for the state. As the administration put it, "we have to go down this trail in order to determine 
which path to take. The folks further suggested that without making some headway, we won't be able to 
make a proper choice when the time presents itself. 

We look forward to the administration's current progress, but we will keep a watchftil eye as things 
develop. 

Governor Announces Town Hall Meetings on the AGIA Gasline Process 
Governor Palin's gasline team has scheduled a series of 1 6 public town hall meetings around the state 
February 1 8-28 to update Alaskans on the efforts that are being taken to advance a gasline under the 
Alaska Gasline Inducement Act (AGIA). The meetings are to provide information and encourage 
Alaskans to make their voices heard by submitting written comments before the March 6 public 
comment deadline. 

The town hall meetings will provide as much information as possible about how AGIA works, the 
applications that were filed under the Act and what will happen next. Following a presentation there 
will be a question and answer period. 

The presentation will provide an overview of AGIA and describe the process that was used to determine 
whether the five applicants met the requirements to be considered for a license under AGIA. Members 
of the gasline team will also explain the evaluation process required by AGIA and how public comments 
will be considered. 

The public is encouraged to submit written comments before the March 6 deadline, through the AGIA 
website, in writing or by fax. Details on how and where to submit comments are available at 
www.dog.dnr.state.ak.us/agia. The same website contains details about the meeting times and locations.

Currently, the committee substitute 
will cost employers zero new dollars while providing modest increases for unemployment insurance 
(UI) The current UI program for disbursement of ! benefits uses tables that are close to 25 years in age 
no additional dollars for inflation. It has been a real pleasure for the State Chamber in working with 
Sen. Ellis and his staff to draft business friendly legislation.

Dear Solicitor General Clement: 

I have been an Alaska Commercial Fisherman for over 40 years. During that time I have always 
been involved in the broad array of issues that could have an impact on the clean water and 
habitat that is vital to the health of my industry. Such is the case of the Kensington Mine located 
near one of our very successful salmon fisheries in Lynn Canal. 

For nearly 20-years other Southeast Alaska Gillnetters and I have followed Coeur Alaska and 
Goldbelt in their efforts to open the Kensington Gold Mine and build a dock at Cascade Point. 
They have frequently requested our input to insure that the developments would have no impact 
on a valuable fishery. Our Communications have been productive and resulted in a mutually 
acceptable project that was permitted by all the agencies in July 2005. 

It was important that during construction, Coeur Alaska hired and contracted locally. In fact, 
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over 50% of a plus 380 person work force was Native-affiliated. Unfortunately, those year-round, high 
paying jobs were halted by the injunction. 

We ask that you join Coeur Alaska and Goldbelt Inc. and urge the Suprerae Court to review the decision 
of the Ninth Circuit Court in which SEACC, Lynn Canal Conservation, and the Sierra Club sued the 
agencies for granting 404 permits to Coeur Alaska and Goldbelt. It is our opinion that the agencies were 
correct in issuing these permits and that the Ninth Circuit Court has made a questionable reading of the 
Clean Water Act in this case. 

The decision by the Ninth Circuit Court vacating Goldbelt' s 404 permit is a gross injustice to the intent 
of Congress when it enacted the Alaska Native CIaims Settlement Act providing these lands to Goldbelt 
with the intent that they be used for economic development and betterment of Goldbelt's stockholders. 
It is disappointing that SEACC, Lynn Canal Conservation and the Sierra Club are using this lawsuit to 
block Goldbelt's ability to develop its land in an environmentally responsible marmer.

With these interruptions and 
unexpected work, phase one of the project was still completed very close to the scheduled completion 
date. During the second phase thcre will not be events scheduled at the House, as this phase is more 
invasive to the public and living areas and the water will be shut off to the entire building. Given the 
track record of the contractors work during phase one I don't foresee any major delays with phase two.
